veto is hardly te be wondered at.

A Voice trom the Indiaua Demecracy. 
InDIaANAPOLis, August 2. 

The Indiana State Democratic Con- 
vention met this morning. Chairman 
W. H. English said he was not a can- 
didate for re-election or for any other 
office, and expressed a hope for har- 
mony, and that the best man may be 
nominated. John R. Coffroth was 
made permanent chairman. Ex- 
Governor Hendricks submitted a plat- 
form which was adopted. It contains 
strong arraigoment of the Republican 
party fer corruption, usurpation, dis- 

nest violation of the Constitution, 
frauds and perjury in 1876 and other 
sins, and calls upon the voters of 
Indiana to wipe out the stains of Dor- 
seyism in 1880. Itdemands a reduc- 
tion of taxes to the lowest possible 
point and necessary Civil Service re- 
form. It denounces the Republican 
administration for neglect of duty 
toward imprisoned American citizens 
abroad. Other planks are the same 
as usual in like documents. A very 
strong presentment is, however, made 
against prohibition, but a desire is 
expressed to have the question voted 
on ata general election. A commit- 
tee of temperance ladies preserted a 
memorial, which was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. Tbe Con- 
vention then nominated W. R. Myers 
Secretary of State, James H. Rice 
Auditor of State, and J. J. Cooper 
Treasurer. 


Trouble in Indian Territory. 
Carvaco, August 2. 
An Indian Territory special indicates 
that a tribal outbreak among the 
Creeks, bordering on a civil war, has 
urred. The two factions are the 
Chicota and the Lands parties. Cap- 
tain Scott, of the Chicota military ser- 
vice and several followers, were killed 
hy the Lands party. The chief of the 
Chicotes, thereupon ordered all able- 
bodied men in the nation to turn out 
and capture the murderers, and 400 
responded, and are seeking the Lands’ 
rendezvous in the interior, near Eu- 
faula. Reports of the result may 
come to-day or to-morrow. During 
the rebellion the Lands were loyal and 
the Chicotas were Cen Confederates.

The company will be koown 
‘as the “Pyranid Lake Borax and 
Desert Land v. and it is their 
intention to apply to "the Secretary of 
the Interior for the privilege of turn- 
ing the course of the Truckee river 
into Mud Lake, thereby sbutting off 
the source of fresh water supply from 
Pyramid Lake. There is already an 
open channel from the river at a point 
ove or two miles from its mouth to 
Mud Lake, and about one-third of the 
water empties into that lake now. 
After the river is torned the.company 

poses to evaporate the waters of 
Pyramid by solar evaporation. They 
calculate that in ten years the lake 
will evaporate 300 feet, or ‘one inch 
every 24 hours.
